Edging the Rug 


JEN the edges of ruzs wear out 
do not wait until they are be- 


yond repair and the edge must, 
perhaps, be cut off. 

Some rugs look well whet bond and 
often a fringe wi!l conceal the damage. 
These can be put on more satisfactor- 
ily with the sewing machine than by 
hand. “ 


If you prefer a selvage somewhat like 
that on Oriental rugs, lay two or three 
quite heavy cords along the edge and 
darn these to the rug with over-and- 
under stitches set very closely so the 
cords are entirely covered and @ dias 
edge is formed. 

If the edge is badly worn or puljed 
out it should first be reinforced by 
whipping braid to the under side or, 
perhaps, just overcasting the edge will 
make it sufficiently firm. 

Use a strong needle with a large eye 
to do the work and neutral color or 
black wool will be the best material.
